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FAIRFORD CHURCH, &c. 

THE town of FAIRFORD lies in the hundred of 
Britweirs-barrow, four miles diftant weft from 
Leachlade, eight eaft from Cirencefter, and twenty-three 
eaftward from Gloucefter. A fine gravel lies near the 
furface of the foil, which makes the place dry and 
healthy ; and it is watered4)y the little river Coin, faip- 
ous for its excellent trout and crayfilh. Over this river, 
near the weft end of the town, there has been a ftone 
bridge for many years, but before it was built, the great 
road led through a' ford at this place, which gave 
occafion to the ndime o( Far ef or de, as it was antiently 
written ; where fare does not fignify fair ar beautiful^ 
but a paffage, in which fenfe we even now fometimes ufe 
it, as in thorough-fare^ &c. and it is derived from the 
Saxon word pajian, to gOy to pafs ; fo that the name is 
defcriptive of the fituation, and fignifies the paffage at 
the ford. The river takes its rife at Chedworth and 
Bibury, and empties itfelf into the Thamesiatitde below 
this place. 

Here is a market, not much frequented, on Thurfdays, 
arid two fairs, held, fince the alternation of the ftyle, on 

May 
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May 14^ aftd Nov. ife, for cattle and pedlery. The 
tttrnpike-tOad from Cirencefter to London leading thro' 
iti the.r6 itt two or thi*ee inn^ for the accommodation of 
travellers. But the town is moft diftinguifliqd by the 
hundfom^ feat belonging to Mrs* Lambe, and by the fifle 
I^Mnted gla& windows of the parifh church. The earl of 
Hilfborough was born in the manor hbufe, on which 
account his lordfhip has done the place the honour of 
taking the title of vifcount Fairford. 

Mi^. Lambe's fett Hands about a quarter of a mile 
jsibove the town. It is a good houfe, with a deer-park, 
and gardens well laid out,' and kept in proper order. 
There is a vifta from the north front, terminated' by an 
obel^fk aljdut n mile frt>!h the hc^fe. A fihe'tldhtAtion- 
ftretches along the eaft bank of the Coin, witn pleafant 
ferpentine walks, and openings from feveral feats and 
butl^ttdk, to t^ke in views of the Wiltihlrc hills and 
Other mlfent objeftl: 

The houfe w^s built "by Mr. Bitker, ^ratiidfather to the 
prfefi*Tit pi-oprietorr/ but Aioderni^ed and ftiach impfoved 
by tht late Mr. Latabe. Dr. Parfbrts, who coHeEled 
irtftaiiy tn^teriAl* towards A Miftory (rf Glouceftetfliife, 
in Ms mlnufcrlpt wtitteti kboilt the beginnitig ofthis cctt- 
ttfiry, relatei, that^t tiiebutWirvg df it, tnany tirts aM 
ittdials Vjep^iortind, th^ former bfokeh fcy the wotkmefi 
in digging, withotit Ikying what tht rfieaals were. Sit 
Robert Atkyns took his account from th*. Parfotis's 
ColkBions, artd Enlarged the feilfe, in fayihg, that nlcdals 
and urtl? Hatt o/ttn dug up j and our topographical writers 
have fc^oWfedfatfti. But upou ftrift mquiry, it appears 
ehat tto^cf ifeLve feden found here, except the above. • Thefe 
i^aluabtes were ttnoft pf obably coiidealed, previdufly to h 
fkitt^fh whidi haf^penfed hereabout, u^t vttAikdy in tht 
lime dfriit ei^l\wir» beMttn the Yorkifti d:Ad Lattttftfi- 
ans, tho' our hiftorians have not taken notice of it. Y^,

little h)ore than half a itiUe from ibe ho^fe^ which hatifig 

t been 
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be^n opened about the end of the luft century, were 
fqund to contain many hMmsin fculls, |.nd bpni?^; pf t}if ^ 
n»in. But there is no veftigc of an cncaniproen^ in thf 
P^rifli. 



Of THB Church- 

Jhe church is in the jcj^an^ry of Fairfi^pd. It u; |t 
vicarage, worth aboyt 150/,* year- The prefentatipn ip 
in the dean and chapter of Gloucefter. It formerly h^^ 
longed to the abbey of Tewkefbury, and upon the diffo- 
iMtion of tli^Lt hoi^fe^ w^s granted tp the chapter of Q)ou- 
cefter, 33 H. 8, 

The church is a beautiful building, 125 feet long, w^ 
55 brpad* It cpnlifts of a fpacioqa body> fupported by 
bfitndfpme' fluted pillars, and two proportipn^ble aile^, 
very handfomely paved in ehequers of blue and vhite 
^one, and is neatly pewed. U h^s a handfpnr^e tpwer id 
the midft) ornamented with pinnacles, and feveral fcut- 
chepns of cpf^t rumour. Oa the fputh ficl^ i& Qhfcky, 
bt^ri^ a ah^vran. On the eaft fide, Thy^e chvrontfh fof 
Clare earl of Gloucefter. Ther^ s^rc three ehancels, s^nd 
a veftry .

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moft parts of Europe. It has twenty eight large windows, 
in which are reprefented the moft uriking paffages of the 
Old and. New Teftaments, and fome of them To exqui- 
fitely finifhed, that fir Anthony Vandyke affirm^ 
ed that the pencil could not exceed them. The defigns 
were done by that eminent matter Albert Durer, 
to whom the greateft improvements in the art of painting 
on glafs are attributed, arid the windows of the church 
are proportioned exaftly to fit each ftory- In the north 
'fide are the ftories of the Old Teftament; in the eaft 
and fouth, thofe of the New; and that' of the Judgment 
in the weft*
